The Shipping Adjustment Board, at Wash- 
ington, has announced that, by the end of this 
year, for the first time in history, the United 
States Merchant Marine will total more ships 
than that of Great Britain. 

As recent as January l, 

merchant marine was more than twice as large 
as that of this country. Our tremendous pro- 
gram of cargo ship building, however, has 
rapidly overhauled our ally until today, we 
have almost as many ships plying the oceans 
of the world. 
; The construction of so vast a merchant 
fleet naturally turns thought to the post- 
war world. The nation which owns the ships 
which carry the bulk of world commerce is, 
automatically, a nation predominant in world 
economics. It is as much because of her mer- 
chant fleets as because 6f her great navies that 
Britain has, for \o, long, been the dominant 
nation in the greater part of the world. 

To maintain such a merchant marine as we 
have now constructed, in time of peace, means 
that thousands of our young men must look 
to the sea for their profession and careers 
after the war is over. Ships cannot sail with 
masters and crews, and we must not let our 
new vessels rust and disintegrate for lack of

the men to man them. 

It is thus that the call of the United States 
Merchant Marine for men to sail the ships in 
time of war is not only a call to youth that 
involves adventure and danger, today, but a 
call also that holds promise of a well-paying, 
lifetime profession after the war is won. 

Once upon a time the seamen who sailed 
the Yankee Clippers over all earth’s oceans 
were known as. the best saltwater sailors of all 
the nations. After the first World War we 
allowed the ships we had then built to rot in 
port, for lack of the men to operate them.

We shall 
have, too, the largest merchant marine. Let’s 
retain that advantage for our own benefit in 
the peaceful commerce of the world.

Italians out of Tunisia not later than June l. 
While we were accumulating men and supplies 
for the big offensive, and waiting for the 
coming of dry weather, commentators used that 
June 1 date so frequently it was suspected that 
some specific plans of General Eisenhower's 
command had been given out. 

If that was true, it now appears likely that 
the Tunisian task will be finished ahead of 
schedule. There is, of course, much heavy 
fighting yet to be done. The main Axis strong- 
holds, Bizerte and Tunis, have yet to be ‘taken. 
Rommel is not the type of leader to give up 
until the very last gasp. 

It may be the closing stages of the Tunisian 
campaign will take longer than now appears 
probable. But, certainly at this time, with the 
British Eighth Army hard on Rommel’s heels 
from the south, with the British First Army 
getting into action against Von Arnim in the 
north and with our own men and the French, 
under the field command of General Patton, 
driving into the flank, no observer could be 
criticized for believing the end is not more 
than a few weeks distant. 

The news that 100 of our Flying Fortresses, 
with other air forces, have staged a devastating 
raid upon Sardinia, indicates the form of the 
campaign to follow Tunisia’s fall. Undoubtedly 
we shall have our eyes on Italy, expecting daily 
to hear of invasion attacks on that hapless Axis 
Slave-partner. But, in order to make the mid- 
dle Mediterranean safe for our shipping, the 
Axis will have to be driven from Sicily and 
Sardinia. 

We can do it. First, to clean out Tunisia. 
Then to remove the menace of enemy planes 
based upon Sicily or Sardinia. Then, at last, the 
attack against the exposed shores of Italy, as 
the beginning of the end for the Axis gangsters.

A NEW CONSTITUTION 
(From The Brunswick News.) 


Recently we commented on a fine legislature, 
the first ‘one under the administration of Gov- 
ernor Ellis Arnall, and we detailed many good 
accomplishments. One of the best, however, to 
our way of thinking, was the: placing of a pro- 
posal for a new constitution before the people of 
Georgia next August when a number of amend- 
ments are to be voted on.

The present 
one was written so long ago that, even if not 
amended, it would be obsolete because of the 
changing times and events that put all of us, 
living today, in a world entirely different from 
the one when our forefathers compiled the con- 
stitution we have and live under today. 

The present document, if we recall correctly, 
has been amended 268 times until it resembles 
a “crazy quilt,” so to speak. In fact, it has been 
amended so often that even some of our learned 
lawyers and even justices on our court benches 
have to “look at the record” if a constitutional 
point is involved. 

We predict that the voters of the state will 
rally around this proposition and give Georgia a 
badly and long needed new constitution. 


It hasn’t been announced by the War De- 
partment yet, but some official confirmation 
may be forthcoming soon of reports that a task 
force of the Army has occupied one of the 
advance islands in the Aleutian chain not more 
than 80 miles from Kiska. 

If that is true, it can hardly mean but one 
thing: that we have edged up close enough to 
the Japs to push them out of their present 
strongholds without too much of an effort, once 
we are ready for the undertaking. 

The .Japs must know we have moved in to within a stone’s 
throw to them and consequently are expecting action. That prob- 
ably explains the presence of a Japanese convoy in the region re- 
cently.- They may have been seeking to reinforce their garrisons at 
Kiska and Attu before our anticipated attack is launched. 


If the truth were known, we likely have some big plans in- 
volving the Aleutian Islands. Even before waiting to build larger 
bombers than those we now have in operation, it is possible to fit 
our Flying Fortresses, which are being turned out in great quanti- 
ties, so they will be serviceable for bombing raids on Japan. 


HOP OVER JAPAN By using some of the more advanced 


islands in the, Aleutians, it may be pos- 

sible to send the Fortresses to Japan and then on into China for 

refueling and reloading. From China the great ships could fly back 
to the Aleutians by way of Tokyo and other Japanese cities. 

It is more than an even bet that, before the summer is over, we 

will be doing just that. We probably will have a bomber shuttle 

service running regularly between the Aleutians and China, with 


each squadron lingering long enough over Japan to pay its respects 
in dynamite to the Mikado’s highly vulnerable industrial centers. 

To the Japs that will be a -foretaste of what is in store for 
them when, after beating down the Germans, we are finally able 
to give them our undivided attention.

THOMAS ANDREW ROMEO: 


No one is going to starve in this country. 
No one is going to go hungry. But we are 
going to have a few restrictions. They are so 
few that to regard them as important is either 
thoughtless selfishness or lack of patriotism. 

The reason for food shortages are not diffi- 
cult to find, even though there seems to be 
public confusion on the subject. 

In the first place, we are feeding our armies 
more food. Much of it is lost at sea. Con- 
siderable amounts of it are destroyed by enemy 
attacks, bombing, shell fire, and so on. Truck 
convoys of food often are wiped out. These 
losses repfesent the total production of many 
farms. ; 

We also are sending about 8 per cent of our total production 
to the lend-lease countries. 

Neither of these, however, make up the chief reason for food 
shortages. 

The farms of the nation cannot produce more without farm labor 
and farm machinery. There is a shortage of both. Many crops 
did not get into the ground this spring because there was a shortage 
of machinery and labor on many farms. 

Also, there has been developed no plan for farming; that is, the 
elimination of crops not necessary to the war. Any such program 
would meet, of course, with resistance and would stall any action 
in congress. That will continue to be a problem and a factor in 
shortages. 

It is an historic problem. In our own War Between the States 
the Confederacy attempted to eliminate part of the cotton crop and 
to substitute the planting of more food for the Army. This was 
resisted as an invasion of personal rights. Georgia’s General Robert 
Toombs, for instance, fiercely resisted and ordered his overseer to 
plant more cotton. 


FARM LABOR PROBLEMS Congress has attempted to meet 
a part of the problem by “freez- 


ing” labor on farms. This isn’t working, for'a very obvious reason. 

There is never much sense in passing a law or making a rule 
which violates human nature. 

There has been a lot of criticism of selective service boards for 
taking farm labor. Most of this criticism was entirely unjustified. 

In the first place, it seemed to be the attitude of congress and 
certain members of the Farm Bloc and Farm Bureau that all farm- 
ers wanted to stay on the farms. 

Nothing could have been more wrong. 

Thousands of tenant and sharecropper farmers, often exploited 
and largely in the sub-standard living groups, went off to make 
money in the war plants. That was lamentable fram the viewpoint 
of. food production, but it also was inevitable. It emphasized an 
evil which we have never corrected. | 

Thousands more went from farms large and small into the Army 
because they wanted to oppose Hitler and Japan. Farm boys always 
have been first to rush to the defense of their countries. To say 
that draft boards took them was not true. Try to stop them! 

Also, there were some phony farmers. There were not many, 
measured against the whole background, but almost any small town 
in Georgia, and in other rural states, seethes with resentment over 
some cases. There were the usual few cases of sons of well-to-do 
men suddenly sent out to farms as managers and overseers. They 
almost invariably have been deferred. : 

There were other phony farmers who suddenly decided to be- 
come “farmers” and began to “farm” while at the same time they 
kept their regular jobs. There were others who actually left jobs 
and bought farms. 

Draft ‘boards did take some of these. 
take others now protected by deferments. 

It all adds up to the fact that farin labor is depleted by per- 
fectly legitimate and natural reasons. How to get a “farm army” 
is the next big problem. It will be resisted, but we have got to 
have one or see serious shortages in the future. 

There is another part 


“AFTER THEY’VE SEEN PAREE” , 
to this story. When this 


nation adopted a constitution and began its present form of govern- 
ment, more than -90 per cent of the people were on farms. 

There was almost no industry which was not a home or home 
shop industry, except fishing and trapping. Even as late as 1880 
the majority of our people were on farms. This began to change. 

Retween 1880 and 1930, a brief period of 50 years, there was an 
accelerated shift of many millions from the farms to the cities. 
More than 30,000,000 left rural life for eity life. Today a majority 
of our people reside in corporate cities. | 

One city alone, New York, has within its metropolitan area more 
people than were in the entire United States at the time our con- 
stitutional convention was called. 

This war is going to bring about another shift. 

The first World War had a song which became very popular: 


“How you gonna keep ’em down on the farm 
After they’ve seen Paree?

After this war, with our greatly expanded industrial capacity 
due to the construction of new plants, the production of new ma- 
chines, new tools and new fields in plastics, electronics, and so on, 
there will be fewer men left in the rural areas. Not many farm 
boys in the Army will go back to the farms. 

Our constitution, written for a nation and a people who were 
entirely rural, will be amended some more and subjected to other 
strains as the economic pressures shift and are more concentrated. 

It is something to think about. The Farm Bloc and the Farm 
Bureau might think a little more kindly of the very valuable Farm 
Security Administration if they had any vision. And the people of 
agricultural states ought to rise up and demand that their repre- — 
sentatives maintain the FSA. If we want to keep our fine stable 
background of farm people we had best do something toward making 
it possible in the postwar years. If we don’t, we will end up with 
collective farming under another, and politer, name.

A New Farm Expert Arrives an 
Washington to Handle Publicity 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


“IT am Mr. Brown, the new agricultural expert for this division. 
Here are my credentials.” 

“As, yes, Mr. Brown. Harvard man, I! see,

“I think.I would prefer the publicity angle. I have some new 
ideas I should like to give the farmers. Take, for example, our 
most delicious berries, the potato and the onion. I think we should 
plant the trees closer and prune the branches in the spring just 
after the moulting season. That would give us more branches to 
produce more burrs. This same plan would help the peanut tree.”

“However, my chief interest is bovines or cows. It has been 
our practice to produce numbers of useless male cows, and this must 
be discouraged. Such as are produced should be butchered and 
made into sausage and ham to relieve the pork and mutton shortage. 

“The whole dairy business needs efficient reorganization. We 
must teach our dairymen to specialize. The cows in one region 
should give nothing but milk; those in another nothing but cream: 
those in a third section nothing but butter, and those in a fourth 
section nothing but cheese, It will not be necessary to specialize 
in buttermilk, for we can use ordinary milk and add the butter at a 
processing plant. 7 

“We have been very wasteful. No doubt you have read about 
the breakage of milk bottles. This can be corrected by using larger 
containers with rubber cushions around the top. We should not 
blame the cows, for it must be very difficult to sit on these small 
bottles.

Right here let me (Ol’ Doc 
Brady) say that there is no sound 
basis for the notion that a ship- 
wrecked person can absorb water 
enough from sea water to slake 
thirst or to even retard dehydra- 
tion. Ng matter whether the sea 
water is swallowed, injected into 
the bowel, injected under the skin 
or into a vein, or applied to the 
unbroken skin or even to wounds. 
Application. of sea water to a 
wound or the abraded or broken 
skin causes increased excretion of 
water, favors drainage or has a 
“drawing” effect, as old-timers ex- 
pressed it.

salt daily, and the ordinary mixed 
diet (including some .meat, fish, 
eggs, milk, cheese, as well as ce- 
reals and fruits and vegetables) 
supplies this requirement even if 
no salt whatever is added to food 
in cooking. or as a condiment at 
Carnivorous animals’ get 
enough salt in their food, herbiv- 


orous animals do not and they 


have an instinctive craving which 
makes them seek salt licks. Per-

Will it be feast or famine in your Aouse the last day of this week? A 
lot depends upon how carefully you have planned the expenditure of 
your Red Stamps from Ration Book #2. Although planning anything 
worth while takes time, the satisfaction gained by a job well done 
more than justifies it, 20 let’s get off to a good start with the Red 
Stamps next week. 


It is quite possible that you may not 
find in the market each of the cuts listed 
above on just the day you had planned 
to serve it. In that case, there are two 
alternatives I would suggest: (1) Sub- 
stitute, if available, one of the other 
meats in the planned budget or (2) Sub- 
stitute an entirely different cut of equal 
total point value. 


Were you ever plensantly surprised when 

your budget was low, to come out at the 

end of the week with a little change left 
over? That is precisely the feeling I had 

when I calculated my first week's “point- 

budget’’ under meat rationing. 


I started out very carefully, allowing 
1 tablespoon each of Clear Brook But- 
ter and Certified Margarine fortified 
with vitamin A (which is the amount 
advocated by National Nutrition Pro- 
gram) and one tablespoon of Certified 
Lard or Advance Shortening per per- 
son per day. 


Large Families 
Get Break 

There is no doubt that the larger 
families will be able to enjoy a wider 
variety of meat under rationing. A 
smaller family of two to four will be 
able to include roasts, for example, only 
if willing to eat sparingly and to make 
the roast the basis of several meals, fill- 
ing in for the balance of the week with 
unrationed poultry, eggs, and fish. 


Since poultry, fish and eggs are not 
rationed, | used each of these non- 
rationed protein foods for one meal each, 
combining the eggs with bacon. I| started 
the week with cuts of low point value 
and to my surprise, when | got to the 
seventh day, I discovered | had enough 
points left to sport a T-bone steak or 
roast for Sunday dinner and still have 
a balance of six foints. 


Here's Why 


A typical two-and-a-half{-pound roast at 
8 points per pound would total! 20 pointa, 
after the deduction is made for fats on 
the basis given in table above, which is 
- only three points less than a week's 
allowance for a family of two. (A family 
of two with 32 points per week will have 
only 23 points left for meat after de- 
ducting 9 points for fats, as budgeted.) 
Next week I will have some valuable 
helps on nutrition in relation to the 
meat and fats point-budget. Clip this 
and future columns for later reference. 


How To Use Your 
““Emergency Reserve’’ 


This balance can be used for an 
“emergency reserve” which can be left 
in stamps to be used later in the month 
or spent for a 12-oz. tin of Wilson’s

points) and a jar of that delicious meat 
extender, Wilson’s B-V (1 point) for 
the emergency shelf. Your family may 
not require all of the fats listed in my 
budget.

Pyle Discovers 


Mercenaries Love To 
Fight: No Matter on 
Which Side. 

At storied Sidi-bel-Abbes, in 
Algeria, Ernie Pyle has visited 
the headquarters of “the most 
famous fighting unit in the 
world”—the French Foreign Le- 
gion. In four dispatches ou 
Roving Reporter tells what the 
Foreign Legion is like otday. |

SIDI - BEL- ABBES, Algeria.— | 
Here is the home of the renowned | 
French Foreign Legion. Probably, | 
over the years, the most famous | 
fighting unit in the world. | 
The Legion comprises the only | 
‘ue mercenaries left in existence 
hey’li fight whomever their lead- | 
s tell them to; on either side 
ith the same emotions. 
A Legionnaire lives with but 
one high goal—death on the bat- 
tiefield. On’'the walls of one of| 
the barracks is inscribed this mes-| 
sage from a former commander: | 
“You, Legionnaires, are soldiers! 
made to die. I send you where 
to die.” The message is looked | 
upon with reverence, almost as 
holy. ' | 
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Not Romantic. 

Like a good many things in this 

orld, the Legion isnt as roman- 

when you get close to it as 

is from a distance. It does hav- 

a fine fighting history, no ques- | 
tion of that. And life in tne Le-| 
gion is much more modern than 
most of us have thought. . 

And yet it is an empty life, by 
most standards. It is a bleak life. 
Men with fine minds, who for ob- | 
Scure reasons go into the ranks of | 
the Legion, find that after a few | 
years their minds have dwindléd | 
to a common denominator of mere | 
existence. 

They say that most Americans | 
who have joined the Legion can’t 
stick out their five-year enlist-| 
ments. Before the war Americans 
and British could get out of the 
Legion with a little diplomatic 
pressure. When a German enlist- 
ed he was stuck for the five years, | 
no matter how he hated it. But 
Germans don’t hate it the way. 
Americans and Englishmen, do. 

10,000 in Legion. 

The Legion consists of about 
10.000 men. In this war it fought 
the Germans in France and in 
Norway. Its record, as usual, was) 
superb. After the fall of France 
it withdrew to Algeria, its life-| 
long home. Last year it. fought 
@gainst the British in Syria—it 
Goesn't make any difference to the 
Legion whom it fights. | 

Today the Legion is scattered. | 
Some of its units are bottled up 
by the Japanese in Indo-China. A’ 
few are fighting the Germans in| 
Tunisia. The rest are spotted over | 
forth Africa, preparing for future 
battles. Fewer than 2,000 men are) 
here at’ headquarters. °* | 

The morning the - Americans 
landed in North Africa, the Le-| 
gion started north on the 50-mile 
run to Oran to join the fighting. 
But they. never arrived. Allied’ 
airplanes bombed and machine- 
gunned them along the highways, 
and they had to turn back. | 

They Miss Fight. 

Their burned-out trucks still lie 
elong the roadside. Fortunately, 
there weré almost no casualties. | 
The Legionnaires feel badly that 
they didn’t get to Oran in time. 
jot because they dislike Amerl- 
cans, but simply because they | 
missed a fight. 

Now the Legion is hand-in-glove ' 
with the Americans, and readying 
itself to join in the great fight on» 
side. The soldiers aré impa- 
bent and itching to get going. 

Sidi-bel-Abbes has become prac- 
tically a shrine for Americans 
ever here. More than 44 American 
pfficers go through the Legion’s 
home quarters every week. The 
Legion puts on parades for visiting 
American generals. American 
foughboys and Foreign Legion pri- 
vates walk the streets together and 
nit in cafes, trying their. best to 
talk to each other. 

Strictest Discipline. 

Discipline in the Legion 1s prob- 
sbhiy the strictest in the world. It 
isn't just a brutal discipline; it 1s 
what professional soldiers point to 
samiringly as the absolute ideal in 
military precision of conduct. | 

There is no sloppiness of dress, | 
#0 relaxing of respect. Soldiers sa- 
mte an officer clear across the 
treet. Thev salute officers sitting | 
tt tables 50 yards away. Neglect | 
© salute costs a Legionnaire eight 
lays in jail. 

They salute me too. They would 
even if they knew 1 was only a 
torrespondent, for I’m in uniform 
ind it’s the uniform they salute.
